RETIREMENT OF MR. JOHN MALLON, 
OF DUBLIN, IN FEBRUARY. 


His Shrewdnese—O' Donovan Rossa One 
of the Staff Arrested—His Greatest Feat 
Was the Hunting Down of the Pha@uix 
Park Murderers—An Ideal Detective. 


The month of February, 1902, wit- 
nessed the final retiremcnt of Mr. 
John Mallon, J.P., says 4@loyd’s 
Weekly Newspaper, who until quite 
recently filled the oflice of Assistant 
CUmmissioner of the Dublin Metro- 
politan Police. In December, 1853, 
when only 19 years of age, Mr. Mal- 
lon joined the police force as a con- 
stable, and in 14 years reached the 
position of chief superintendent, then 
the highest office open to the mem- 
bers of the police force. Promotion, 
however, did not end here, as the 
Executive, in recognition of the em- 
jinent services he had rendered in the 
detection of crime, appointed him 


MR. MALLON, J.P. 
in 1893 to the high office as 
ant Commissioner of Volice, retain- 
ing at the same time his position of 


Assist- 


chief 
An 


superintendent. 
interesting incident of Mr. Mal- 
lon’s career was the seizure of ‘The 
Trish People, the lead'nz organ of 
the Fenian society, in 1865. The 
event was precipitated by a very 
simple occurrence. A . well known 
member of the society, named Mee- 
han, who was accompanied by an- 
other person, landed in Ireland as 
emissaries of the Irish Republican 
party in America. While on a vis't 
to Kingstown, Meehan or his com- 
panion accidentally lost a cheque for 
£5,000, This was picked up ly a 
boy, and later came into the posscs- 
sion of Mr. Mallon, who at once real- 
ized its great importance in throw- 
ing light on the movemcnts of the 
revolutionary party. On tha cheque 
alone the Government decided to take 
acticin Tho seizure of The Irish Peo- 
pie was effected on the night of Sept. 
i5, 1865, when the office in Parlia- 
ment street was forcible entered by 
the police, and the members of the 
staff—including Clarke, Luby, = aud 
Jerenv’ah O'Donovan Rossa—were ar- 
rested on a charge of being members 
of the Fenian society, and engaged in 
treasonable conspiracy. James Ste- 
phens, the ‘Head Centre,’’ on hear- 
ing of the seizure made himsell 
scarce, and theegh arrested on Nov 
scaped from prison and was nev- 
er recaptured, The others were sen- 
tenced tu penal servitude, but were 
afterwards pardoned and liberated 
Next came the murder of Sergeant 
Brett at Manchester.

THE NEW SUBMARINES. 


the Admiralty Tests Will Be Conducted 
in the Open sea and Will Be 
severe in Character. 


The official trials of the new sub- 
marines, five of which have been con- 
structed at Barrow for the  Drit- 
ish Government by Vickers, Sons 
and Maxim, are shortly to be carri- 
ed out in the open sea, and 
should the tests, naturally of a 
savere character, prove satisfactory 
the vessels are likely to find a 
place in the Coronation review 
at Spithead. ‘The Admiralty trials 
have been arranged so that the 
submarine capacities of the boats, 
both in speed and in firing, may be 
conclusively gauged. Each vessel 
will have to make a service run of 


10 knots ut seven knots an hour, 
and a submerged run of two knots 
at seven knots per hour. At the 
end of the submerged run firing 
will cominence, and a service  tor- 
pedo will be discharged and _ strike 
a target 150 feet long by 16 feet 
deep, the upper edge of the target 
being awash, and placed at right 
angles in the course. The five 
British submarines are a_ little 
larger than, though outwardly al- 
most exactly similar in design 


to, the American Holland submarine, 
upon which they have been imo- 
delled. The latter has a length 
of 53 feet, by about 10 feet beam, 
and displaces 75 tons of water; while 
the new vessel has a length of 63 
feet 4 inches, with 11 feet 9 inch 
beam, and a displacement, when 
submerged, of 120 tons. For sur- 
face propulsion the British boats 
are fitted with amain engine of 
gasoline type of 160 horse-power, 
the fuel supply of which will allow 
for a maximum run of about 400

knots. For the present the maxf- 
imum speed is limited to nine knots 
an hour on the surface, but it is 
confidently anticipated that in a 
short time this rate will be ex- 


ceeded. The motive power below 
the surface is supplied by a 
main, Waterproof electric engine, 


actuated by the’ gasoline engine, 
which gives the vessel a specd of 
seven knots an hour, ‘The British 
submarines are equipped with a 
device, similar to the French peris- 
cope, which permits an excellent 
view of the surface when cruising 
in the proximity of an enemy. 
It is possible by using this instru- 
ment to steer at an angle of from 
30 to 50 degrees to any given spot 
near the surface. The armament of 
these formidable cigar-shaped boats 
consists of one torpedo’ expulsion 
tube, located at the extreme for- 
ward end of the vessel, and open- 
ing outward 2 feet below the light 


water line. Five torpedocs, each 
nearly 12 feet long, can be car- 
ried on board. A small lid sur-
